Regarding tne latter, it is not too much to say that the 
subject had been given but little general attention by the public 
until within the last few weeks, wnen so vividly urged by Pre sd 
dent Harding in his letter to Representative Alondell. 
In fact 
there has been only a faint public comprehension that this coun­ 
try has a “Merchant Marine-' fleet, and above qll that the opera­ 
tion of this fleet was costing the government a loss of FIFTY 
MILLIONS OF DOLLARS PER YEAR. Think of that, a million 
dollars per week. No wonder the President is anxious to have tho 
people understand this. 
A few days after the President’s letter 
to 
Representativej 
Mondell, A. D. Lasker, Chairman of the Shipping Board put the 
future of the American mercnant marine squarely up to Congress. 
In an open letter to all members of the House and Senate he 
declared that one of two things must happen—there must be a 
ship subsidy bill or the American commercial flag will retire from 
the high seas. 
“The Shipping Board admits that it cannot operate its fleet 
as economically as private owners operate their vessels; the his­ 
tory of prior boards shows that they were unable to put opera­ 
tion of toe Government fleet upon a proper business basis. 
The 
Shipping Board believes that the tleet under its charge never 
can be operated profitably or successfully 
under 
Government! 
control. 
“What shall we do with this war inheritance? 
Shall it be 
sold to private ownership for operation under the American flag; 
snail it be sold abroad some day to rise and plague us; or shall 
it be junked and charged off to war cost as powder and shell were 
charged off?” 
; 
The Chairman dismisses as impractical the suggestion that 
the ships be junked, as it would be an admission that Americans 
are incapable of operating them and would prove to be a serious 
blow to United States prestige. 
To sell them abroad, he points 
out, would be to put into the hands of competitors an effective 
weapon to destroy America’s world trade. 
By substituting the Administration’s ship subsidy bill for 
the present form of operation the ships could be turned to profit­ 
able private ownership and the taxpayers relieved of a heavy 
burden. 
“It is believed that the Administration subsidary bill will 
be a money-making proposition for the Treasury. The ships are 
wearing out and America is impotent on the seas from a mer­ 
chant Marine point of view. 
“The measure proposed will end the drain upon the Treasury, 
wil? make up for much of the original cost, encourage private 
initiative and stimulate Americans to take their place in ocean 
carrying competition.”

If I w ere asked to judge w hether or 
I no a perfectly strange woman w as a 
1 good housekeeper, I would ask first to 
see her beds. 
For, the good house­ 
keeper prides herself on having clean, 
sw eet, w ell-aired and well-m ade beds. 
A bed th at is never sunned am i 
aired soon becom es 
m usty and, in 
^time. mouldy. 
The result Is a damp 
bed w hich seriously affects the health 


o f the sleeper. 
So often 
w e 
hear 
people say, “ I am not sleeping as w ell 
as I used to. 
I can’t understand It..” 
Tho first 
answ er to such a rem ark 
should be: “Is your bed being proper­ 
ly aired and sunned?” 
Proper care of a bed begins 
w ith 
tho very fram e 
itself, 
lf this is of 
painted or enam elled wood, it m ay be 
cleaned by w ashing w ith 
lukew arm 
water to which a little am m onia has 
been added (not 
m ore 
than a few 
drops 
f am m onia to a pailful of w a­ 
ter). 
T his 
am m onia-water cuts the 
dirt and grease better 
than 
soapv 
w ater—y et does not yellow the paint 
and enam el, as soap does. 
A w axed, varnished or otherw ise 
highly polished 
wood 
bed-frame is 
cleaned bv linseed oil and Petroleum 
applied w ith a soft cloth, follow ed by 
hard rubbing w ith a dry cloth. 
To clean 
a 
brass bed-frame, rub 
w ith a cheesecloth dipped into either 
lem on oil or linseed oil. 
T he oil also 
keeps the shellac on the brass from 
becom ing dry and cracking. 
I 
It need hardly be said that, no m at­ 
ter w hat 
th e 
m aterial of vour bed­ 
fram e. it should be dusted daily! 
The bed springs are the next con­ 
sideration, after making sure that y o u 
are caring for the 
frame 
properly. 
T hey should be dusted often and kept 
clean and free from rust 
by 
being 
rubbed lightly with lemon oil. 
T he 
I oil need not be but on so thickly that 


it leaves grease 
spots on the 
mat- 
• tress. 
If your bed has box 
springs 
the oil m ethod o f cleansing 
cannot 
be carried on; in this case, brushing 
.w ith a stiff-bristled whisk broom Is 
the right treatm ent. 
M attresses 
should he cleaned, if 
possible, w ith a vacuum cleaner. But 
if the housew ife does not own 
this 
electrical device, she should 
brush 
her m attresses 
often and, at least 
once in every 
three 
m onths, 
she 
should have them taken out o f doors 
and beaten thoroughly with a rattan 
b ea ter 
Box springs and m attresses should 
b e sunned frequently. 
The m attress 
should bo turned and aired daily (It 
is perhaps m ost easily aired by being 
pulled half w ay over the footboard 
of the bed.) 
T here is no 
need to 
dangle bedding ou t of the 
w indow , 
plenty of sun and air will be present 
in the bedroom if the w indows are 
opened w idely and the shades rolled 
to the top. 
S h eets and blankets are 
best sunned by b ein g spread over tw o 
chair-backs clo se to the window 
I know of no housekeeping 
duty 
that pays better dividends, both 
in 
personal health and self-respect, than 
the faithful and thorough 
care 
of 
beds.
